UNITED  STATES  BANK. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  is 
charged  witli'tiaving  taken  this  establish- 
ment “ into  hit  special  keeping.”  We 
do  not  believe  this  report:  becat Mr. 
Crawford  is  too  much  of  a republican, 
and  too  much  of  a gentlemrn,  openly  to 
Sanction,  right  or  wrong,  the  conduct  of 
any  institution  whatever.  He  is  said  to 
have  written  a circular  to  the  Senators 
and  Representatives  of  the  United  States, 
advising  them  that  he  had  issued  orders 
to  the  collectors  of  the  different  ports 
not  to  receive  in  payment  of  duties,  any 
Branch  notes  that  were  payable  else- 
where than  at  those  ports.  Now  we  can 
not  consider  this  as  matter  of  fact,  by  any 
means  whatever.  Had  president  Che- 
ves,  or  any  of  his  mighty — his  power- 
ful— and  his  most  puisscent  cashiers,  01 
any  others  of  his  puling  sycophants,  oii 
ginated  the  scheme,  it  would  not  have 
been  at  all  surprising.  But  the  secre- 
tary places  too  high  an  estimate  on  his 
own  principles,  and  the  dignity  of  the 
government,  to  have  been  the  father  of 
the  measure,  if  it  exists.  Tricks  belong 
within  the  walls  ofbanks — and  not  to  a 
sterling  officer  of  the  American  cabinet. 

ENGLISH  PATRIOTISM. 

Meetings  have  been  held  in  a num- 
ber of  towns  in  England,  and  the  sense 
of  the  people  expres^fd  in  favor  of  a 
radical  reform  of  representation  in  par 
liaraent.  In  one  or  two  instances  they 
hare  proceeded  so  far  as  to  elect  m m 
bers  of  the  House  of  Commons,  who 
have  promised  to  go  up  to  the  house  at 
the  next  session  and  demand  seats. 

The  most  considerable  dis;  lay  of  en- 
ergy and  independence  was  at  Smitl  - 
field.  Eighteen  resolutions  were  there 
passed,  couched  in  terms  as  strong  as 
human  language  would  allow.  Among 
other  things,  they  disclaim  any  partic  i-! 
pation  in  the  cowardly  confinement  oil 
the  brave  Napoleon,  as  a prisoner,  on( 
the  rock  of  St.  Helena. 

We  trust  the  friend?  of  reform  Wilf 
ultimately  succeed.  Taxation  and  op- 
pression cannot  much  longer  be  endur- 
ed, in  the  manner  it  is  practised  by  the! 
British  government.  In  the  reign  of , 
Richard  III,  the  spirited  Wat  Tyler,  at 
the  head  of  an  enraged  collection  of  peo- 
ple, marched  to  the  throne  and  coerced 
the  redress  of  a grievance.  We  should 
like  to  hear  of  his  example  being  fol- 
lowed— and  to  hear  of  Carleton  house 
being  besieged,  until  the  Prince  Regent 
would  extend  the  arm  of  justice  to  eve 
ry  quarter  of  his  dominions. 

HOME  IDUSTRY. 

The  extensive  factory  of  Messrs. 
Brand,  Postlethwait,  & Co.  in  the  vicin- 
ity of  this  town,  is  in  operation.  About 
1.000  spindles  are  worked— and  twenty 
hundred  dozen  of  cotton  spun  weekly. 
A Sunday  school  is  established,  which 
is  superintended  in  person  by  the  ow- 
ners.

.VO.  I. 

TO  TIIE  HON.  JOHN  C.  CALHOUN, 

( Secretary  of  ll'ar.J 
Sir — Th.e  liberty  which  is  assumed 
in  placing  your  name  at  the  head  of  this 
letter,  proceeds  from  motives  of  the  pur- 
est kind.  My  object  will  be  to  shew 
you  that  even  the  most  sagacious  states- 
men can  be  mistaken  in  the  prospective 
view,  which  they  sometimes  take  of  the 
high  st  concerns  of  a nation.  The  dis- 
tinguished personage  whom  I now  ad- 
dress— and  whose  integrity  and  forecast 
have  but  few  rivals  in  others — seems  to 
have  given  more  weight  and  perfection 
to  poor  human  nature,  than  it  deserves 
I allude  distinctly  to  the  period  when  tlu 
national  bank  charter  was  passed. 

You  remember  you  were  one  of  the 
parents  of  that  bill,  in  the  house  of  rep- 
resentatives of  the  United  States.  Du- 
ring the  different  stages,  through  whicl 
it  passed  previous  to  perfection,  your 
zeal  was  always  conspicuous  in  its  favor 
You  were  emphatically  right : because 
you  thought  a national  bank  would  be  a 
national  blessing : you  thought  that  great 
facilities  would  be  afforded  to  the  fiscal 
affairs  of  the  United  States:  you  thought, 
too,  that  men  would  be  selected  whose 
disposition  it  would  be  to  administer 
this  great  institution,  and  its  different 
branches,  with  intelligence  and  impar- 
tiality, unguided  by  cither  favor,  fear, 
or  affection : you  looked  only  at  the 
bright  side  of  the  character  of  man.  I 
also  thought  favorably  of  the  bank,  and 
of  the  objects  which  it  was  designed  to 
effect.  But  I fear  we  have  both  beti 
mistaken.  We  did  not  dream  then  of 
the  great  probability  of  the  mother  bank, 
and  all  its  branches,  ulfimately  falling 
into  the  hands  of  pseudo  politicians  and 
unprincipled  speculators — of  a set  of  li- 
censed gentry,  whose  vested  discretion 
permits  them  to  adopt  a new  rule  for 
every  new  transaction,  and  by  which 
they  are  enabled  to  wreak  their  narrow 
hearted  vengeance  on  all  who  do  not 
bow  down  at  the  footstool  of  an  aristoc- 
racy, the  greatest  characteristic  of  which 
i»  composed  of  impudence  and  igno- 
rance. 

Can  it  be  expected,  sir,  that  an  insti- 
tution will  continue  to  be  a favorite  with 
the  people  of  the  United  States,  whose 
leading  and  powerful  efforts  are  inten- 
ded to  lay  that  very  / leople  under  lordly 
contribution,  and  to  compel  th.e  citizens 
of  each  neighborhood,  in  which  a petty 
branch  may  be  located,  to  tremble  with 
reverential  awe  before  the  Deity  of  cor- 
ruption, as  they  pass  by  the  sign  board, 
marked  “ office  of  the  bank  of  the 
united  states”  ? No!  Such  an  ex- 
pectation would  be  unreasonable.  Yet, 
if  my  informaton  does  not  deceive  me, 
those  are  the  calculations  of  many  of  the 
incumbents  in  the  different  directories 
of  the  U S.  bank,  and  its  numerous 
branches.  To  include  in  this  remark 
every  individual,  of  every  directory, 
would  be  unjust.  This  I personally 
know.  But  all  great  fountains  of  politi- 
cal depravity,  make  it'  a matter  of  arch 
duplicity  to  enshroud  t.ieir  deep  laid 
schemes  of  meanness  beneath  wiiat  they 
consider,  plausidle  appearances.  Thus 
you  often  sec  a minority  of  honest  men , 

1 in  corporate  establishments,  mixed  up 
with  purse-proud  individuals,  destitute 
ol  mind— -united  with  school-boy  v.mitv, 
without  any  solid  merit — and  hence  that 
minority  is,  in  certain  cases,  driven  to 
the  humiliating  necessity  of  humbly 
yielding  to  this  puffed-up  importance, 
created  from  materials  of  tne  sheerer 
nothingness.  But  tiic  patronage  ol  al 
governments  is  immense,  and  we'must 
tamely  acknowledge  the  “powers  that 
be.” 

These  are  not  the  wild  vagaries  o. 
momentary  reflection.  At  one  period, 
since  its  establishment,  I thought  the 
bank  of  the  United  States  of  infinite  ser- 
vice to  the  operations  of  government — 
andtothc^happincss  of  the  people  In- 
deed it  was  once  so.  But  al  that  time 
matters  connected  with  it,  in  older  to 
render  the  institution  popular,  wereco  - 
ducted  with  the  utmost  circumspection. 
Its  administrators  were  successful.  A 
majority  of  the  nation  were  satisfied. — 
Alas!  the  aristocratic  venom  was  still 
concealed.  For,  by  this  time,  power 
had  been  obtained.  An  imaginary  in- 
dependence was  acquired:  and  the  Ante- 
rican  nobility  seized  the  opportunity  to 
commence  their  "■reign  of  terror.”  That 
reign  is  still  continued.  But,  in  a re- 
publi  like  ours,  formed  upon  the  splen- 
did ba  is  of  the  t ill  of  the  i eoi-le, 
the  cot  e.tivc  is,  and  I trust  ever  will 
remain,  ix  the  hands  of  the  i>eo- 

rtE. 

Who  are  the  present  warm  su  iporteis 
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of  the  U.  S.  bank  ? Who  are  they  that 
.sp.ousc  its  cause  in  street  conversa- 
tions ? I will  answer  for  you.  They 
are  exceedingly  fine  gentlemen : men 
of  vast  figure  in  society:  men,  whose 
gaudy  appearance  would  authorise  a 
belief  that  they  were  worth  thousands 
and  thousands  : but,  unfortunately,  they 
are  men  largely  indebted  to  the  institu- 
tion ; and  whose  sentiments  are  regula- 
ted by  the  scale  of  favor  they  expect  to 
receive  when  their  notes  are  to  be  offer- 
ed for  renewal.  Such  an  array  of  un- 
substantial advocates  may  sustain  a sys- 
tem for  a while.  Their  influence,  how- 
ever, is  not  of  a character  that  can  last. 
The  public  will,  as  felt  and  expressed  by 
the  yeomanry  of  the  nation,  must,  and 
ought  to  prevail. 

There  are  many  circumstances  which 
tell  badly  for  the  management  of  the 
bank.  Through  the  medium  of  the 
newspapers,  your  notice  will  have  been 
attracted  to  them.  I will  just  glance  at 
one  or  two  matters  which  I think  ex- 
tremely inauspicious  to  its  future  pros- 
perity. 

Too  much  power  is  given  to  the 
cashiers  of  the  branches.  They  receive 
the  commands  of  the  mother  bank.  To 
them  all  the  secrets  of  their  operations 
are  confided — and  the  b ar.ch  directories 
are  constrained  to  receive  these  petty 
officers  in  as  much  state , and  listen  to 
• heir  messages  with  as  much  attention, 
c-s  if  they  \i  erc  enthroned  princes  deliv- 
ering their  sovereign  will  to  a set  of  ab- 
ject subjects.  Remonstrance  against 
this  course,  on  the  part  of  directors,  is 
useless.  It  only  produces  dismissal  from 
office.  Others  succeed  them,  at  the  nod 
of  these  cashiers,  who,  or  a majority  oj 
whom,  must  not  even  look  displeasure  at 
their  management.  Accommodations 
arc  given  at  the  will  of  these  nolle  lord- 
lings , and  if  the  accommodated  do  not 
truckle  to  all  their  wishes,  they  are  mod- 

stiy  saluted  with  a writ. 

Another  objection  is,  that  the  cashier 
<nd  directors  of  each  branch  bank,  have 
’oo  much  latitude  allowed  them  in  ma- 
king new  laws.  For  I aver  it  to  be  a fact, 
generally  known  and  believed,  that  sev. 
eral  of  these  wise  provisions  have  been 
made,  while  the  enactors  must  have  been 
well  convinced  that  debtors  would  not 
submit,  that  they  would  suffer  their  notes 
to  be  protested,  and  suffer  suit  against 
them.  Who,  in  this  government,  tha 
has  breathed  the  air  of  freedom — wh  , 
that  has  been  accustomed  to  enjoy  the 
rights  of  speech— who,  in  America,  that 
has  been  reared  up  in  the  great  princi- 
ples which  gave  impulse  to  our  revolu- 
tion, and  which  fired,  throughout  the 
glorious  contest,  the  patriotic  bosoms  of 
our  ancestors — who,  thus  situated,  and 
who  has  fixed  a just  estimate  on  these 
favored  benedictions  of  Heaven,  would 
consent  to  become  the  humble  cats-paw 
of  aristocracies,  created  under  a 
doubtful  construction  c-f  the  constitution 
—and  the  practical  result  of  many  ot 
whose  acts  would  reflect  no  credit  on  a 
Spanish  banditti  l With  the  most  pro- 
found respect  to  your  superior  judg- 
ment, I answer  that  no  genuine  republi- 
can can  do  this.  The  constitution  of  the 
U.  S.  gives  to  the  governmental  heads 
patronage  enough,  w ithout  extending  it, 
through  the  agency  of  corrupt  corpora- 
tions, into  every  state  in  the  union.  Es- 
pecially, tv;  these  agencies,  ill  most  cases, 
are  wielded  by  the  cashiers,  who  were 
generally,  bcf.  rc  the  creation  of  the  U.  | 
S.  bank,  rnisi  ruble,  obscure  underlings  I 
in  the  local  banks  of  Philadelphia,  and  ; 
elsewhere. 

There'are  individuals,  engaged  in  bu- 
sy life,  who,  in  their  counting  rooms,  in 
their  shops,  and  in  their  professional  of- 
fices are  punctual,  correct  and  fair  in 
their  various  transactions.  But  who,  on 
account  ol  the  frailty  of  nature,  and  the 
uncultivated  state  of  their  intellectual 
faculties,  “ when  armed  with  a little 
brief  authority,”  know  not  how  to  ex- 
ercise it.  In  order  to  gain  a fastidious 
importance,  they  suffer  themselves  to 
become  petty  tyrants.  They  must  at- 
tract notice : and  they  prefer  to  figure 
in  disgrace  and  contempt,  than  to  remain 
unconspicuous.  Such  men  as  these 
are  unfit  to  direct  an  institution,  estab- 
lished by  the  highest  authority  of  a great 
Republic.  Yet,  if  you  will  examine  the 
archives  of  the  mother  bank,  men  ol 
ibis  description  will  be  found  on  the  list 
of  directors. 

I object,  too,  to  the  method  which  lias 
been  pursued  in  the  appointment  of  cash 
ieis.  Is  it,  I would  ask,  sound  policy 
to  send  a man,  raised  entirely  in  a com 
mercial  city,  the  incidents  of  whose  life 
have  wholly  transpired  among  a com- 
mercial people,  to  an  agricultural  state 
to  fill  that  office  l Docs  he  know  am 
properly  consider  the  wants,  the  disposi- 


tions, and  the  resources  of  an  agricultu-j 
ral  community  ? Certainly  lie  cannot. 
But  tied  down  by  old  prejudices,  and 
the  rigid  exactions  of  commerce,  lie 
soon  disgusts  the  people  among  whom' 
he  resides,  and  the  consequence  is  that 
the  institution,  in  which  he  acts  a part 
becomes  unpopular. 

The  legislature  cf  Kentucky,  at  its 
last  session,  attempted,  by  imposing  a 
heavy  tax,  to  remove  the  branches  of 
i he  U.  S.  bank  from  the  state.  The  ob- 
ject was  not  effected  in  consequence  of 
the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  in 
t:  e case  of  McCulloh  vs.  The  state  of 
ftlaryland.  That  decision,  though  once 
greatly  admired  by  the  friends  of  the 
bank,  has  not  had  a happy  effect  in  the 
western  country.  The  managers  of  the 
branches  have  entrenched  themselves 
behind  the  opinion  of  the  court,  and  have 
become  infinitely  more  saucy  than  they 
were  before.  They  have  become  the 
instruments  of  oppression.  This  heavy 
calamity  cannot  be  avoided  immediate- 
ly. But  there  is  an  expedient  in  the 
hands  of  a free  and  mighty  people  that 
must  be  resorted  to.

Much  has  been  said  and  written,  on 
[the  distress  of  the  country,  produced  by 
financial  derangements.  Essays  and  si  - 
rics  of  essays,  flowing  from  all  the  press- 
es of  the  state,  have  proposed  to  scruti- 
nize the  root  of  the  malady,  and  have 
, rcscribed  various  palliatives  and  cures. 

he  abstruse  question  is  either  too  deep 
for  comm  n comprehension,  or  the  man- 
• ucr  of  treating  it  has  been  too  deficient 
:n  palpable  illustration.  I do  not  as- 
sume to  denounce  and  postpone  the 
proscriptions  Wnich  have  been  offered. 

To  urge  a scheme,  which  lias  been 
meicly  suggested,  but  which  has  been 

hought  too  bold,  to  be  treated  with  prop- 
er attention,  is  the  only  privilege  I ask 
It  is  now  time  that  some  general  senti- 
ment should  prevail,  m order  that  our 
approaching  legislature  may  be  insti  uct- 
cd,  w ether  they  are  to  attempt  to  heal 
• he  wound,  or  to  sufl  ‘r  it  to  fester  and 
gangrene  until  a course  of  painful  nature 
snail  throw  off  the  noxious  affection.  No 
course  which  has  been  submitted,  has 
acquired  popular  preponderance ; bin 
up  is  discord  and  warling  and  distress — 
and  like  ti.e  flight  ol  a beaten  army, 
there  is  no  rally  around  a common  stand- 
ard. 

The  opinion  which  I advocate  and 
urge,  is,  t .at  nothing  can  afford  immedi- 
ate ant  p.  rina.K  m benefit  and  relief, 'but 
a law  furci  g ti  t creditor  to  take  the 
property  ol  the  debtor  at  a part  ol  its  fair 
valuation  and  entrinsic  worth.  This 
number  shall  be  devoted  to  a refutation 
ol  tne  schemes  heretofore  proposed,  and 
in  my  next,  l will  alt.  nipt  to  respond  to 
and  dispel  all  the  objections  which  can 
be  urged  against  iny  proposition. 

By  way  of  washing  my  hands  of  the 
imputation  o:  hiasscu  and  interested  fecl- 
•ugs,  I will  declare  in  the  outset,  that  1 
am  not  in  want  of  the  charity  of  credit- 
ors, and  I defy  their  claims  and  their  ex- 
tortion. 

A large  and  respectable  portion  of  the 
community  advocate,  industry.,  cccono- 
mv  and  retrenchment.  The  debtor  is 
told  with  reproach — “ You  have  been 
deaf  to  the  admonitions  of  piudcncc; 
you  ha\  e been  extravagant  in  your  ex- 
penditures, visionary  in  your  specula- 
tions, and  clashing  in  your  adventures. 
You  sir,  who  ask  that  your  time  of  pay- 
ment may  be  delayed,  or  that  your  credi- 
tor may  be  compelled  to  accept  your 
worthless  property,  have  rashly  antic i pa.- 1 
ted  a profitable  result  Irom  your  expor- 
tation to  New -Orleans.  You  have  been! 
so  dull  as  to  imagine,  that  the  streams  of 
your  state,  would  swell  lik  a torrent,! 
whenever  you  beaconed  ; that  your  pro-! 
duce  would  be  borne  on  the  bosom  of 
the  placid  Ohio,  and  nurried  to  a goldenj 
market,  along  the  rapid  and  majestic 
Mississippi.  And,  you  sir,  who  have 
roiled  in  domestic  splendour,  and  havej 
reposed  in  he  bowers  of  luxurious  ease, 
wouul  also  have  tne  effrontery,  to  ask  of 
tlic  prudent  and  honest  creditor  to  take 
your  chariot,  your  piatc  and  your  tin-] 
sel,  lor  the  debt  you  owe.  So,  suffer  tne! 
auits  ot  your  folly;  abandon  your  ex-! 
travagance,  and  learnlhe  ways  of  indus-' 
try  duo  (Economy.” 

Such  is  the  reasoning  and  language  of 
those  w ho  maintain  that  mode  ol  rc'iorm 
and  relief.  1 must  not  be  understood  to 


Delicacy  forbids  me  from  entering  into 
details;  but  rumour  will  establish  the 
truth  of  what  I assert. 

■ Slaves  which  sold. some  time  ago, 
could  command  the  most  ready  money, 
have  fallen  to  an  inadequate  value.  A 
slave  w hich  hires  for  3o  or  S100  per  an- 
num, may  be  purchased  for  300  or  5400. 
An  house  and  lot  on  Limestone  street, 
for  which  g 1 5,000  had  been  offered 
some  time  past,  sold  under  the  officer’s 
hammer  for  81,300.  An  house  and  lot, 
which  I am  informed  w'as  bought  for 
510  000  alter  86000  had  been  paid  by 
the  purchaser,  was  sold  under  a mort- 
gage for  51500,  leaving  the  original 
purchaser,  (besides  his  advances)  83500 
in  debt,  A number  of  sales,  which  ex- 
cited at  the  same  time  astonishment  and 
pity,  have  occurred  in  this  town.  Com- 
parisons cl  local  suffering,  should  not  be 
indulged  in,  but  1 am  told  that  Lexing- 
ton is  less  afiicted  than  almost  any  part 
of  the  state. 

From  estimates  which  have  befn  made, 
of  the  quantity  of  the  circulating  medi- 
um, it  is  ascertained  that  debtors  have 
not  the  capability  of  paying  their  dues. 
Those  w ho  are  skilled  in  such  calcula- 
tions, will  be  convinced  that  the  esti- 
mate is  compleatly  attainable,  as  well  as 
arithmetically  correct.  How  then  is  mon- 
ey to  be  procured  f Many  of  those  citi- 
zens heretofore  cons  dered  as  safe  and 
enterprising,  as  any  w inch  otir  state  can 
boast,  are  involved  in  a debt,  which,  in 
oti.e • times  jhey  could  have  easily  dis- 
onarged,  but  under  the  existing  and  un- 
toresccn  calamity,  no  power  or  resource 
can  cnab.e  them  to  meet. 

Souu.  other  medium  than  that  cf  pa- 
per and  coin  must  be  resorted  tfo.  The 
same  causes  w hich  produce  a scarcity  of 
nuinty,  must  likewise  be  the  means  of 
sacrificing  property.  When  I speak  of 
a sacrifice  ol  property,  it  must  net  be 
understood,  that  I approve  or  coincide 
with  those  rash  and  visionary  ideas 
w hich  has  mislead)  defamed  and  almost 
ruined  our  town.  1 lie  mania  for  lot  and 
land  speculation  seme  years  past,  argued! 
poorly  in  tavor  of  the  understanding  of! 
t .ose  Who  p.omoted  it,  and  its  vi  thus 
have  no  claims  to  torbearuncc  and  mercy. 
They  brandished  the  spark  w,.ich  kin- 
dicd  their  own  explosion.  I mean  a sac- 
Hike  of  property,  the  use  and  profits  of 
which  overbalances  in  a short  time,  the 
price  lor  which  it  sold,  and  vvnos.  intrin-! 
sic  value  makes  the  purchaser  blush,  and 
causes  the  debtor  to  groan  in  anguish, 
lo  what  will  such  times  lead,  unless  a 
helping  hand  is  afforded.  Those  who 
owe  debts,  whatever  may  be  their  bulk 
Ol  property,  must  inevitably  sink  into  ru 
in  and  want.  1 huse  wi  o are  elevated 
,bove  pecuniary  pivssur  s,  and  w ho  are 
unwilling  to  banquet  on  the  mangled  ru- 
ins ol  their  niiapidated  neighbours,  will 
be  t lie  sad  spectators  of  derangement  and 
suffering.  But  these  various  harpies, 
who  snatch  by  stealth  w hat  they  have  no 
tne  industry  to  acquire,  and  those  nier 
cilcss  Shy  locks  who  would  whet  the  knife 
lor  the  llcsn  of  the  miserable  debtor, 
will  aggrandize  w ealth  and  trample  up- 
on virtue  and  enterprise. 

Property  win  settle  into  different  hands. 
Money,  instead  ol  flowing  in  free  anti 
healtny  channels, will  be  locked  up  in  the 
stagnating  pools  of  miserly  corruption. 

1 he  generous  and  the  noble  will  give 
place  to  the  niggardly  end  mean. 

I he  suspension  of  specie  payments  is 
the  proposition  next  in  importance,  in 
alleviation  of  tne  clistr,  sses  of  the  coun 
try.  Since  the  defalcation  in  our  inde- 
pendent bank  system,  it  is  believed  tuat 
few  are  so  short  sighted,  as  to  look  to 
them  for  assistance.  The  general  dis- 
gust which  tile y have  universally  exci- 
ted,  has  consigned  them  to  that  degra- 
dation which  they  have  ever  merited. 
Banks  lead  to  loolish  speculations,  and 
entice  to  heavy  embarrasments,  from 
which  they  have  neitiier  the  power  or 
mercy  to  redeem.  They  arc  syrens 
which  captivate  and  delude,  that  they 
may  entangle  and  destroy.  That  a cor- 
poration lias  no  soul  is  as  true  in  fact  us 
in  law. 

Unless  we  say  to  the  banks  “ go  on 
and  pour  out  floods  of  your  paper,  and 
we  tvilL  have  the  foolisu  credulity  to  sup- 
pose ^that  your  stumps,  like  the  philoso- 
pher’s stone,  will  convert  your  notes  into 
gold  & silver — a stoppage  ill  specie  pay- 
ments cannot  give  relict  Even  then  it 
would  be  temporary,  and  lien  its  as- 
sistance would  icasv,  the  dts  ressof  the 
country,  like  the  r aitig  snow  ball,  would 
be  accumulated  by  distance. 

1 lie  individual  creditor,  w hom,  it  is 
hoped,  lias  some  mercy  and  forbearance, 
would  be  changed  for  the  bank  creditor, 
whom  we  know  is  deficient  in  both,  and 
to  this  scene  of  horrors,  we  should  have 
the  additional  calamity  of  the  rankest 
and  foulest  bank  speculation.

BRITISH  HOUSE  OF  COMMONS, 

JUNE  23. 

GENERAL  BOYD. 

The  house  having  resolved  itself  into 
a committee  cf  supply — 

Mr.  Wilberforcc  prefaced  his  motion 
for  a grant  of  remuneration  to  General 
Boyd,  hv  a short  statement  of  the  cir- 
cumstances on  which  the  claim  wan 
founded.  The  officer,  who  was  a native, 
of  the  United,  had  in  early  life  rendered 
a great  service  to  the  cause  of  this  coun- 
try in  the  East  Indies,  at  a very  critical 
period  of  our  affairs  there.  He  was  at 
that  time  the  commander  of  a corps  in 
the  service  of  the  Nizam.  A large 
French  force  and  a small  English  torco 
being  not  far  distant  from  each  other,  tho 
commander  of  the  latter  apprehending  a 
sudden  attack  from  the  former,  applied 
to  General  Boyd  at  midnight  for  assist- 
ance, a request  with  which  he  did  not 
hesitate  for  a moment  to  comply.  It 
subsequently  proved  that  the  alarm  was 
unfounded,  but  Gen.  Boyd’s  friendly 
zeal  was  handsomely  acknowledged  by 
the  British  government  at  Calcutta.  To 
himself,  however,  it  proved  highly  inju- 
rious, for  the  artifices  of  the  French  par- 
ty at  the  court  of  the  Nizam,  were  so 
successful,  that  he  was  deprived  of  a 
situation  from  which  lie  was  then  in  the 
receipt  of  90001.  a yean  Having  been 
utiabic  to  obtain  any  compensation  in  In- 
uia,  lie  came  to  this  country,  and  gained 
at  his  own  request,  what  it  Was  consider- 
ed would  be  very  beneficial  although  at 
little  expense  to  the  public, namely,  per- 
mission to  take  a cargo  of  saltpetre  from 
Calcutta  to  the  United  States  ; by  which 
.d  e.iture,  it  was  calculated  he  might 
make  fifty  or  sixty  thousand  pounds.— 
The  East  India  Company,  recognizing 
Geneiai  Boyd’s  services,  gave  him  that 
permission,  and  by  his  Majesty’s  govern]} 
merit  he  vv  is  furnished  with  a special  li 
cense  to  protect  him  even  should  a war 
unfortunately  break  out  between  this 
country  and  the  United  States.  The 
committee  would,  however,  hear  with 
concern  and  surprize,  that  notwithstand- 
ing t.. ose  precautions,  the  vessel  in  which 
' > cneral  Boyd  shipped  the  saltpetre, 
touching  at  tne  Cape  of  Good  Hope  to 
inn.  some  pass  ngers,  wasthere  detained, 
and  condemned  by  the  Vice  Admiralty 
court — for  twenty  years  ago  courts  of 
tnat  description  were  not  like  those  of 
tne  present  day,  over  which  persons  of 
professional  experience  and  high  cha- 
racter were  selected  to  preside.  Al- 
though thus  deprived  of  the  advantages 
to  vvnicii  he  was  so  justly  entitled,  Grr. 
Boyd  maintained  his  original  good  will 
towards  England,  in  proof  of  wnich  lie 
(Mt.  Wilbcrtoice)  would  read  a letter 
from  a general  officer  in  the  British  ser- 
vice, who  during  the  late  war  in  Ameri  I 
cu,  commanded  on  the  frontier  of  Cana- 
da, near  the  spot  on  which  Gen.  B .vd 
hid  a command  on  the  part  of  the  United 
■Tates — [the  Honorable  Gentleman  litre 
read  tne  letter  in  question,  which  was 
from  Gen.  De  Rottenburg  to  W.  Mel- 
.is.i,  Esq.  and  spoke  in  high  terms  of 
tne  iibu  a and  handsome  conduct  of 
General  Boyd.] 

After  the  conclusion  of  the  war  with 
America,  an  application  had  been  made 
on  the  part  of  General  Boyd  to  the  Bri- 
tisn  government  for  some  remuneration 
lor  the  loss  which  he  had  sustained  in 
consequence  of  his  conduct  in  India.  It 
w as  recommended  both  at  the  Secretary 
ot  State’s  office  and  at  the  Treasury, 
l.iat  tlie  subject  should  be  brought  bej 
f.n-e  Parliament,  and  submitted  to  the  in- 
vestigation of  a committee.  This  was 
done  and  the  committee  sat  last  session. 
In  the  committee  there  were  several 
points  of  difference,  but  by  far  the  larger 
portion  of  the  members  of  it  acquiesced 
in  tne  j'  stice  ot  Gen.  Boyd’s  claim,  al- 
though they  did  not  agree  as  to  the  ex- 
tent to  wnich  it  ought  to  be  allowed 

Eventually  ttiey  came  to  a resolution, 
v.  ich  he  would  read.  [The  honorable 
gentlemen  here  read  the  resolution  of  the 
Committee  detailing  the  circumstances 
which  lie  had  just  described,  and  recom- 
mending the  case  of  Gen.  Boyd  to  the 
consideration  of  Parliament.]  It  appear- 
ed to  him  (Mr.  YVilberforce)  to  be  pe- 
culiarly desirable  to  shew  tne  inhabitants 
ol  the  United  States,  by  the  proceeding 
of  the  British  house  ot  commons  on  the 
present  occasion,  t.iat  we  did  not  consi- 
der them  with  any  unfriendly  feeling,  or 
entertain  towards  them  any  prejudices 
incompatible  with  the  full  performance 
ol  justice.  He  would  therefore  move, 
that  a sum  of  not  less  than  60001,  be 
gt  anted  to  Ills  majesty,  for  the  purpose 
ol  remunerating  Gen.  Boyd,  &c. 

Mi.  Marryat  contended  that  General 
Boyd  had  no  claim  whatever  on  this 
country.  He  referred  to  the  evidence 
taken  before  the  committee  to  shew,  in 
the  first  place,  that  on  the  occasion  allu- 
ded to  in  India,  General  Boyd  had  not 
moved  Irom  his  position  in  aid  of  the 
British  ; and  in  the  second  place,  that  ho 
had  endeavored  to  magnify  his  losses 
with  a view  to  obtain  a larger  sum  than 
that  to  vvliicn,  even  were  tne  justice  of 
his  claim  allowed,  he  was  fairly  entitled. 
II  Gen.  Boyd  had  insured  his  cargo  of 
saltpetre,  for  the  sum  which  he  expect- 
ed to  obtain  by  it,  ne  would  have  sustain- 
ed no  loss;  but  choosing  to  run  the  risk 
he  had  no  right  to  be  distinguished  from 

oilier  individuals  in  similar  situations - 

1 here  was  nothing  in  lus  profession  in 
India,  which  entitled  aim  to  favorable 
consideration;  anj  be  (Mr.  Mrryt) 
confessed  bimself  surprized  at  the  in  j 
terest  taken  by  the  honorable  member 
or  Bamber;  m an  individual,  who  at  the 
head  ol  2000  mercenaries,  had  u.  en  rea- 
dy to  light  lor  any  power  vvnicii  might 
Unix  tit  to  employ  him.  Such  a person 
• as  certainly  no  friend  to  “ peace  and 
jooo-witl  among  men,”  and  i.i  India  es- 
pecially, was  a very  dangerous  charac- 
ter. He  could  not  consent  that  the  tax- 


es  wrung  from  the  people  should  he  im- 
providetitly  lavished  ; and  being  satisfi- 
ed that  the  claim  set  up  on  the  present 
occasion  was  totally  unfounded,  he  should 
certainly  take  the  sense  of  the  committee 
on  the  resolution. 

Mr.  Wilberforce  was  sure  the  commit- 
tee would  believe,  that  if  it  had  appear- 
ed to  the  committee  appointed  to  inves- 
tigate General  Boyd’s  tclaim,  that  any 
fraudulent  attempt  had  been  made  to  im- 
impose  on  them,  they  would  have  flung 
back  the  application  with  disdain  and 
indignation.  There  was  nothing  in  the 
evidence  to  warrant  such  an  imputation. 
[The  honorable  gentleman  here  read 
parts  of  the  evidence  to  substantiate  his 
assertion,  and  to  explain  the  circumstan- 
ces attending  the  insurance  of  the  cargo 
of  saltpetre.]  The  honorable  gentle- 
man who  had  just  sat  down  had  spoken 
hardly  of  the  conduct  of  a young  man 
Whose  ardent  spirit  had  led  him  to  en- 
gage in  military  enterprizes  in  the  East 
Indies,  in  order  that  he  might  qualify 
himself  to  serve  his  own  country  more 
effectually  at  a subsequent  period  of  his 
life.  Unquestionably  it  was,  that  by  the 
friendly  conduct  pursued  towards  the 
British  cause  in  India,  by  General  Boyd, 
his  personal  prospects  had  been  wholly 
clouded.  He  trusted,  therefore,  that 
the  committee  would  not  coincide  in  the 
honorable  member’s  opinions,  but  would 
grant  to  General  Boyd  that  fair  remune- 
ration to  which  he  was  entitled  ; and  he 
«xtremely  regretted  that  a dear  friend  of 
his  (Mr.  Grant,)  who  had  been  a mem- 
ber of  the  committee  appointed  to  in- 
vestigate Gen.  Boyd’s  title  to  remunera- 
tion, was  no  longer  in  the  house  to  bear 
testimony  to  its  validity. 

Mr.  II,  Gurney  observed,  that  there 
•were  only  two  of  the  committee  who 
■were  of  opinion  that  the  petitioner  was 
not  entitled  to  remuneration.  The  house 
ought  to  consider  that  this  was  a service, 
rendered  bv  a foreigner.  It  would  have 
been  but  the  duty  and  interest  of  a Bri- 
tish subject  so  placed,  to  have  assisted' 
his  country  ; but  Gen.  Boyd  had  no  in- 
terest to  serve  ; on  the  contrary,  he  per- 
formed this  service  at  a great  disadvan- 
tage to  himself. 

Mr.  T.  Wilson  thought  General  Boyd 
ought  to  have  insured  his  property  a- 
gainst  all  risks.  In  the  event  of  a loss 
at  sea  he  would  have  been  placed  in  the 
same  situation  as  he  now  was.  He  felt 
himself  bound  to  oppose  the  grant. 

Sir  J.  Mackintosh,  as  a member  Of 
the  Committee,  lelt  it  necessary  to  say  a 
few  words  on  this  occasion.  He  had  not 
been  able  to  attend  the  committee  as  of- 
ten as  he  could  wish,  but  he  felt  it  bis 
duty,  from  what  he  had  seen,  to  sup- 
port the  proposed  grant.  There  was  no 
doubt  entertained  of  the  extent  of  the 
Service  or  of  the  justice  of  the  remune- 
ration given  by  the  India  company. — • 
This  remuneration  was  permission  to 
take  a cargo  of  saltpetre  to  America, 
from  which  he  would  have  realized  a 
very  great  profit.  Of  this  profit  he  was 
deprived  by  the  cargo  having  been  s iz- 
ed  by  Britisn  officers.  Having  lost  the 
reward  given  by  the  India  Company, 
General  Boyd  appealed  not  to  the  jus- 
tice, but  to  t ie  equity  and  liberality  of 
Parliament,  for  some  recompense  for 
hi3  services.  If  he  understood  the  ob- 
jections urged  against  the  motion,  they 
were  two-fold.  First,  that  Gen.  Boyd 
ought  to  have  protected  himself  from 
li  ss  by  insuring  his  cargo:  and  2dlv, 
because  there  had  been  some  mistate- 
ments  relative  to  the  amount  of  loss. — If 
the  vessel  had  been  lost  at  sea,  or  cap- 
tured by  a French  privateer,  the  first 
Would  be  undoubtedly  a good  argument 
against  any  claim  on  this  country,  but 
here  the  case  was  different.  How  was 
this  property  lost  to  General  Boyd?  It 
was  lost  by  the  act  of  British  officers, 
and  therefore  by  the  act  of  the  British 
government — (hear!)  How  was  he  to 
provide  against  this  ? Suppose  the  com- 
pensation had  betn  in  money,  and  that 
Gen.  Boyd  had  been  robbed  of  it  by  offi- 
cers professedly  acting  under  the  Brit- 
ish government,  would  it  be  contended 
that  be  had  no  claim  on  this  country  ? 
Undoutedly  not.  And  yet  the  principle 
is  the  saim  . This  gentleman  could  not 
have  an  idea  that  lie  ought  to  insure 
property  received  from  this  country  a- 
gainst  the  acts  of  this  country.  This  was 
in  fact  giving  with  one  hand  and  taking 
away  with  the  other.  He  had  not  min- 
utely examined  the  accounts  laid  before 
the  committee,  but  from  what  he  had 
heard  of  General  Boyd’s  character,  from 
what  he  had  been  told  of  his  ignorance 
of  mercantile  affairs,  he  could  not  for  a 
moment  suppose  that  he  had  been  guil- 
ty of  any  intentional  mis-statement.  In- 
deed it  would  have  been  madness  in  him 
to  have  done  so,  as  the  thing  was  so  ea- 
sily discoverable.  Under  all  these  cir- 
cumstances he  felt  himself  bound  to 
support  the  motion. 

Mr.  Finlay  opposed,  and  Mr.  Broug- 
ham and  Mr.  Forbes  supported  the  mo- 
tion. 

Sir  Isaac  Coffin  was  acquainted  with 
Gen.  Boyd,  and  could  assure  the  House 
that  that  gentleman  was  incapable  of  a- 
ny  wilful  mis-statement  of  his  affairs. 

The  Chancellorof  the  Exenequer  ob- 
served, that  if  the  House  turned  their 
attention  to  the  great  services  rendered 
by  the  Marquis  Wellesley  to  this  coun- 
try, they  would  find  that  a considerable 
part  of  those  services  would  have  cost 
much  blood  and  treasure,  were  it  not 
for  the  assistance  rendered  by  General 
Boyd,  at  Ilydcrbad — he  felt  it  due  to 
that  gentleman  to  support  the  motion. 

The  motion  was  then  put  and  carried. 

The  House  resumed,  the  Report  was 
brought  up  and  ordered  to  be  leceivcd 
to-morrow.

POSTSCRIPT. 

Late  and  Important  from  Europe. 

NI'W  VO  UK,  AUGUST  30. 

The  fine  sailing  ship  Martha,  Capt. 
Sketchley,  arrived  here  on  Saturday,  in 
31  days  from  Liverpool,  which  port  she 
left  on  the  morning  of  the  26th  ult.  The 
editors  of  the  Mercantile  Advertiser 
have  received  papers  to  the  24th,  and 
London  papers  to  the  evening  of  the 
23d  July.  Those  of  the  lnt  st  dates  aie 
principally  filled  with  accounts  of  nu- 
merous meetings  of  the  people  in  vari- 
ous places,  on  the  subject  of  their  griev- 
ances. The  meeting  at  Smithficid  on 
the  21st,  caused  considerable  alarm  in 
London ; the  mayor  stated  that  infor- 
mation had  been  laid  before,  on  oath, 
that  it  was  int  nded  by  the  meeting  to 
proceed  to  acts  of  open  violence  and 
bloodshed.  The  numbers  assembled  at 
Smithficid  were  estimated  at  from  50  to 
90,000,  who  peaceably  dispersed  in  the 
afternoon. 

Lord  Sidinouth  lias  addressed  circu- 
lar letters  to  the  lords  lieutenants  of  the 
manufacturing  counties,  directing  them 
to  give  orders  to  the  yeomanry  cavalry 
to  hold  themselves  in  readiness  to  assist 
the  magistrates  in  the  preservation  of 
the  public  peace.  It  is  stated  that  up- 
wards of  120,000  men  arc  enrolled  in 
the  reform  societies  in  Yorkshire,  Lan- 
cashire, and  Cneshire. 

Don  Onis  proceeded  from  Paris  on 
the  11th  July  for  Madrid.  The  last 
Madrid  papers,  it  is  confirmed  that  he 
is  to  be  the  prime  minister  of  Spain. 

Among  the  rumors  that  had  reached 
London,  it  was  said  King  Ferdinand  had 
determined  to  accompany  the  grand  ex- 
pedition for  Scuth  America. 

A report  had  reached  England  that 
the  Algerines  had  declared  war  against 
Spain;  but  the  last  letters  from  Genoa, 
as  late  as  the  10th  July,  do  not  confirm 
the  report. 

Intelligence  from  Berlin  states,  that 
“ recent  investigations  in  Prussia  and  o- 
ther  countries  have  proved  the  existence 
of  secret  democratical  societies,  whose 
proceedings  are  of  a treasonable  nature.’ 
A complete  plan  ofa  republican  consti- 
tution had  been  seized  in  Germany. 

An  order  in  council  of  the  12th  July 
prohibits  the  exportation  of  gunpowder, 
saltpetre,  or  any  sort  of  arms  and  am- 
munition, to  the  ports  within  thedimin- 
i i.i  of  Spain. 

Parliament  was  prorogued  on  the 
tSth,  to  the  24th  of  August. 


LATEST  FROM  SPAIN'. 

A letter  received  at  Baltimore,  by  the 
Peter  Arnold,  from  an  intelligent  mer- 
chant in  llavanna,  says — “Our  advices 
from  Spain  aretotiie  5th  July,  and  state, 
that  the  cession  of  the  Floridas  “.viil  n 
be  rat  fed.  This  has  already  intimida- 
ted the  minds  of  many  people  here,  in 
the  apprehension  of  a war  between  tiie 
two  countries;  but  this  is  all  a fal-lal. 
The  United  States  will  take  possession, 
and  Spain  will  not  oppose  it,  a : uou'gh 
her  relations  with  England  will  not  allow 
her  to  give  her  ppen  sanction.  Halt  Pat. 

MINT  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES. 
Abstract  of  the  laws  and  regulations  re- 
lative to  depositee  for  coinage,  at  the 

Milt  of  the  United  States  in  Phila- 
delphia. 

1.  Deposites  of  gold  and  Silver,  to  a- 
ny  amount  (except  very  small  deposites, 
say  under  the  value  of  SSO,  when  inferior 
to  the  legal  standard)  will  be  received 
at  the  Mint,  from  any  individual  or  pub- 
lic body,  at  any  time  in  working  hours; 
though  it  is  desirable  that  they  should  be 
made  d ring  the  forenoon. 

2.  About  12  o’  lock  on  he  next  day 
alter  t .e  deposite  is  made,  wheu  the  As- 
saycr  will  have  ascertained  its  quality, 
the  depositor  will  receive  from  the  trea- 
surer a certificate  of  its  real  intrinsic  va- 
lue, without  any  deduction,  except  a ve- 
ry small  one  for  regning,  when  the  qua- 
lity is  under  the  legal  standard;  and  this 
certificate  will  entitle  the  owner  to  re- 
ceive from  the  treasurer  of  the  mint  its 
full  amount  in  specie,  as  soon  ns  it  shall 
have  been  coined;  or  the  certificate  will 
be  immediately  taken  at  most  of  the 
banks  in  the  cityf^and  the  amount  paid, 
either  without  any  discount,  or,  at  must, 
not  exceeding  one-half  or  one  pei  cent.

It  has  been  objected,  that  the  vacation  is  too 
long,  and  that  it  would  be  better  to  divide  it 
between  different  parts  of  the  year.  The  en-l 
tire  period  of  vacation  is  less  in  this  college 
than  in  any  other  whose  by-laws  thcTvis-i 
trees  have  had  an  opportunity  of  examining. 1 
I was  considered  preferable  to  assign  tiie 
whole  ofit  to  the  warm  months  of  the  gummer 
;and  September,  when  a certain  degree  of.re-j 
luxation  is  necessa  y,  than  to  appropriate  any 
portion  ofit  to  the  winter,  the  most  favorable 
season  for  intense  study.  Nor  will  the  time  be 
lost  by  the  industrious. student,  whowill employ 
it  in  a review  of  bis  past  sturics,  in  prepara- 
tions for  the  future,  & in  acquiring  ornamenta' 
acco  nplisjiinents.  The  practice  varies,  i i this 
l\  *p.  ct,  in  other  colleges,  according  to  t he  pe- 
culiar condition  of  the  ociety  where  they  hap- 
pen to  be  situated.  In  William  and  Mary  the 
vacation,  much  longer  than  it  is  here,  is' alto- 
gether in  the  summer  and  early  part  of  the  fall. 

I he  trustees,  in  all  the  regulations  which  they 
have  adopted,  having  had  the  object  constant- 
ly in  view  of  rendering  the  University  useful 
and  respectable,  will  not  fail  to  change  this  or 
any  other  regulation  which  shall  be  found  i.i- 
compatible  with  that  object,  or  ontrary  to  the 
w.  sues  of  tile  public,  whose  convenience  t ev 
will  be  always  anxious  to  consult  and  promote.

f he  rule  which  requires  the  performance  of 
divine  Service  at  least  once  every  Sabbath  in 
tiie  chapel  of  the  University,  has  also  been  the 
subject  of  some  observations.  It  is  in  the  fol- 
lowing terms:  “It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Pre- 
siden  , or,  in  h s ausencc,  one  of  the  profes-

Both 
jtlie  Board  of  Trustees  and  t le  faculty,  com- 
prising within  their  respective  bodies,  persons 
1 »Lac  ed  to  various  denominations  of  religion, 
would  rind  ii  just  as  difficult  to  agree  among 
tiie  nselves,  as  t lie  great  mass  ofthe  commuui 
ty  do,  in  any  part  icular  sectarian  principles.  — 
Tiie  trustees  feel  it  asolemnand  primary  duty 
to  preserve  the  institution  open  alike  to  ail 
denominations,  li  is  the  common  property  of 
tne  public.  It  ought  not  to  be  devoted  to ‘the 
interests  of  any  one  sect  exclusively.  And  they 
would  not  fail  promptly  to  interpose  their  au- 
thority to  repress  every  attempt,  if  any  should 
be  made,  to  render  it  cubvcrvicut  to  the  par- 
ticular views  of  any  sect. 

Several  departments  of  instructions  will  be 
well  filled  during  the  approaching  session, 
which  were  unoccupied  during  the  last.

[T:  e following  exquisite  ballad  is  ta- 
ken from  a collection  of  English  poems, 
entitled  Metrical  Miscellany.  The  au- 
thor was  W.  Spencer — a poet  with 
Avhose  name  we  were  unacquainted  un- 
til we  found  it  at  the  head  of  this  poem. 
The  story  on  which  it  is  founded  is  tra- 
ditionary. In  a village  at  the  head  ol 
Snowden,  Llewellyn  the  great  had  a 
Bouse.  His  father-in-law,  King  John, 
ihad  made  him  a present  of  a Hound 
named  Gelert — a dog  of  extraordinary 
qualities  both  in  the  family  and  in  the 
Chase.  On  one  occasion,  he  staid  away 
from  the  chase,  as  it  would  seem  by  in- 
still t,  that  he  might  prove  to  be  Guar- 
dian of  a son  of  his  master.  On  return- 
ing from  the  hunt,  Llewellyn  was  met 
by  Gelert  who  fawned  upon  him,  as  usu- 
al, but  was  covered  with  blood.  Alarm- 
ed at  the  spectacle,  the  master  pressed 
onward  to  where  his  child’s  bed  was 
placed,  which  he  found  overturned,  and 
the  covering  and  floor  stained  with  blood, 
but  no  child  to  be  seen.  After  calling 
with  a frantic  voice,  but  receiving  no  an- 
swer, believing  that  Gelert  had  destroy- 
ed him,  he  plunged  his  sword  into 
the  heart  of  the  faithful  animal, 
tvho  cast  a piteous  look  at  his  master, 
gave  a yell  and  expired.  The  dying 
cry  of  the  dog  aroused  the  infant,  and 
Llewellyn  hearing  a noise,  upon  exam- 
ining the  bed-clothes  which  were  lying 
near  a heap,  he  there  found  his  son,  who 
had  just  wakened  from  sleep,  entirely 
safe  and  unhurt,  while  close  by  him  lay 
the  dead  body  of  a wolf,  who  had  been 
killed  by  the  faithful  Gelert,  while  in 
the  act  of  attempting  to  destroy  the  life 
of  the  child.  Llewellyn  was  struck  with 
horror  at  the  spectacle  before  him — af- 
ter giving  vent  to  his  grief  for  the  rash 
act  of  destroying  the  preserver  of  his 
son,  he  raised  a splendid  tomb  over  Ge- 
lert.
